AS SEENBY WOMAN 
DIVORCE PROCTOR 


False Ideal of Married Life the 
Most Potent One, She 
Finds. 


TOO MUCH OF ROMANCE 


Miss Tiera Farrow of Kansas 
City Would Have Marriage 
Looked on as Profession. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 8.—The in- 
vestigations of Miss Tiera Farrox, Kan- 
sas City’s first woman divorce proctor, 
during her first few weeks in her new 
position, have brought her to the con- 
clusion that neither ‘the affinity, the 
nother-in-law nor the corner saloon 


plays the most potent part in causing 
unhappy homes. The trouble, she has 


in a false ideal of married life. 

Miss Farrow js one of four Kansas 
City divorce proctors. In her inquiry 
into the cases which have been assigned 
to her she has found: 

That because girls dream of movie 
heroes with wavy hair and caressing: 
eyes as husbands, they decide marriage 
is a failure when their plumber and car- 
penter spouses act commonplace. 

That because the ideal of married life 
as a rose garden of love, gleaned from 
sentimental novels, does not come true, 
the young wife grows discontented and 
fails to make a success of her job as 
homemaker. | 

“Of course, the fault is not all on the 
part of the woman,”’ said Miss Farrow. 
“In perhaps in greater number of in- 
Stances the men are at fault. But there 
would be many, many more successful 
marriages if girls were brought up with 
more of the materialistic and less cf 
the romantic notion of marriage in their 
heads. 

*‘We have inherited a too strongly sen- 
timental attitude toward marriage and 
not enough of a scientific attitude. It 
should be looked upon as a profession, 
and one fraught with very great respon- 
sibilities, and girls and boys should we 
trained for_it.. 

“IT see so many disappointed girl-wives 
who had believed marriage meant a sort 
of Utopian state in which there was no 
sorrow or drudgery. Men seldom have 
this illusion but too often they shirk 
their marriage responsibilities.” 

Miss Farrow has become convinced 
that marriage bans should be published 
several weeks before a marriage takes 
Place, to prevent thoughtless marriages 
and those made as larks. 

Miss Farrow insists, when at al! pos- 
sible, upon questioning not only the 
person applying for a divorce, but also 
the defendant. As all of the cases she 
handles are default cases, it sometimes 
is difficult to find the defendant. 

Miss Farrow also interviews friends 
and neighbors of the parties to the suit. 
That takes much time, but she is aided 
by the fact that many of the applicants, 
their friends and witnesses come to her 
office to discuss the cases with her.

One Janitress Moved Every 
Months to Get $10 to $25, Milk 
Commission Inquiry Shows. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—Testifying be- 
fore the Wicks Legislative Committee, 
which is investigating the high cost of 
dairy products, Mrs. Daisy Finnah” jan- 
itress in an apartment house, s4id that 
when she got a new place as janitress 
she received from $10 to $25 from milk 
companies, free ice and free bread to 
obtain for them the trade of persons 
living in the house. In addition, she 
sometimes received Christmas gifts. For 
12 years, she testified, she had been a 
janitress, and had removed about twice 
a year, always into a new apartment 
.house, because by doing so she was able 
to obtain the commission riven by deal- 
ers. 

Miss Mary Dyer, bookkeeper for a 
large milk concern, testified it was the 
company’s custom to pay superintend- 
ents and janitors a commission of {1 
for every quart customer obtained and 
50 cents for pint trade. 

A solicitor for an ice company said 
he paid the superintendent of a West 
End avenue apartment house §2 for 
every customer obtained. 

Physicians in many cases had 10 per 
cent struck off their milk bills by the 
companies when they recommended raw 
milk to patients, instead of the Pas- 
teurized kind, said a former solicitor. 
Companies may lose business, he said, 
if they do not pay hall boys, too. He 
had found a negro hat boy putting flies 
in the milk to make the company “‘come 
through.”

This, combined with Germany's state- 
ment that she, too, holds to the pledges 
she gave in that case, leads officials to 
declare there seems to be some differ- 
ences in interpretation. 

Great Britain has been asked by the 
State Department for information of 
the status of the Arabia. 

Much anxiety is evident among offi- 
clals following Germany’s acceptance of 
responsibility for the sinking without 
warning of the Arabia. 

Status of Arabia. 

Germany's admission in the note made 
public yesterday, her similar admission 
in the Marina case, when six Ameri- 
cans were drowned and the early facts 
in the sinking of the American steamer 
Chemung have combined to dispel the 
temporary quietude which followed the 
pledges in the Sussex case and officials 
are recalling the belief then announced 
that submarine warfare is ‘utterly in- 
compatible with the principles of hu- 
manity, the long-established and incon- 
trovertible rights of neutrals and the 
sacred immunities of noncombatants.” 

Such information as the American 
Government now has tends to show that 
the Arabia was a passenger ship of the 
Peninsular & Orient line, passing 
through the Mediterranean on a regu- 
lar voyage. Among the many passen- 
gers was an American citizen, who was 
rescued. 

The werman note says if official data 
is furnished showing that the vessel 
was an ordinary passenger steame-, 
“this then would be a case of regretable 
mistake from which the German Gov- 
ernment would promptly draw the ap- 
propriate consequences.”’ It is assumed 
here that the consequences would be an 
expression of regret and an offer ¢ 
reparation for any injury or danger 
suffered by the American on boarfl. 

In official quarters the German expla- 
nation is regarded as weak ana unsatis- 
fuctory, no weight being attached to 
the statements that the Arabia was 
painted like a transport and was folluw- 
ing a route usually taken by transports 
end that the submarine commander SAW 
many Chinese, but no women and chil- 
dren aboard her.

He also proposed to save money y 
doing without the usual $:w contingent 
fund allowed the Governor for expenses 
and by asking the Legislature to elim- 
inate, useless clerks. He thought, tod, 
that $400,000 each two years could be 
saved the State by a change in the law 
which would require counties to pay a 
rroportional share of the commissions 
of county tax collectors. 

40-Year-Old Constitution. 

He cited the 40-year-old Constitution as 
a handicap to the application of pro- 
gressive forms of taxation and acknowl- 
edged that some of his recommendations 
would have been different if it had been 
possible under the Constitution.

Prof. Loeb’s Iden. 

Prof. Loeb expressed his belief that a 
tax commission could be constitutional- 
ly established. He cited the case of Col- 
orado, where the Constitution provides 
for a Board of Equalization, with five 
members, similar to that in this State, 
but where a part of the duties of this 
board have been practically turned over 
to a tax commission. 

This commission, he said, goes through 
the State to acquaint itself with values 
in different localities, and co-operates 
with the local Assessors. It certifies its 
findings to the Board of Equalization, 
and in five years, Prof. Loeb said, the 
board has made only minor changes in 
the commission's recommendations. 


One of the most discussed proposals 
of the Governor-elect was that of a 
general inheritance tax of 3 per cent. In 
suggesting this he said he had ignored 
the graduated or progressive feature ap- 
plied in inheritance taxes in most states 
because the Supreme Court of Missouri 
had held such a graduated tax uncon- 
stitutional. 

Attorney - General - elect McAllister 
thought such a law, properly drawn, 
would be constitutional and he believed 
the Supreme Court would so hold if the 
law made it plain that the tax was on 
the right of succession and not on prop- 
erty. This opinion was agreed to by 
Prof. Loeb and by Frederick N. Judson, 
a St. Louis attorney and authority on 
taxation. 

A proposed mortgage recording tax 
was discussed by E. K. Love of the St. 
Louis Real Estate Exchange who said 
that a committee of the Real Estate Ex- 
change had drafted a mortgage record- 
ing tax bill which it desired to have in- 
troduced in the coming session of the 
Legislature.

Application to Judge Dyer Prevents 
Acceptance of Proposition Made 
by John T. Milliken. 

Judge Koerner in the Circuit Court to- 

day authorized Leon Quick, receiver for 
the Bankers’ Trust Co., to sell to John 
T. Milliken collateral with a face value 
of $3,647,000, pledged with the National 
Bank of Commerce by the Bankers’ 
Trust Co. for loans. This security con- 
sists of bonds of the San Antonio, Uvel- 
de & Fulf Railroad Co. in Texas, which 
the Bankers’ Trust Co. promoted. 
A public sale of the securities at the 
courthouse at noon today had been ad- 
vertised by the Bank of Commerce. Yes- 
terday creditors of the Bankers’ Trust 
Co. filed a suit before Judge Dyer in the 
United States District Court to enjoin 
the sale and asked that the Federal 
Court appoint a receiver for the com- 
pany. 

Judge Dyer today issued a temporary 
restraining order to vacate the sale and 
set Monday as the time for the hearing. 
Later he vacated the restraining order 
after an agreement had been reached 
that the sale advertised for today was 
to be postponed. The application for an 
injunction and receiver will be argued 
before Judge Dyer Monday. 

The proposition made by Milliken was 
that he would buy the pledged securi- 
ties for $785,334.47, the dmount of Bank- 
ers’ Trust Co.'s indebtedness to him 
personally and to the National Bank of 
Commerce of which he is a director and 
heaviest individual stockholder.

IS TO GET A NEW TRIAL 


Supreme Court Reverses and Re- 
mands Case of Henry Finkelstein, 
Who Killed Thomas Mulrooney. 
The case of Henry Finkelstein, known 
also as Mike Fink, of 1414 Franklin ave- 
nue, sentenced for life for killing 
Thomas Mulrooney of 3215A Rutger 
street, has been reversed and remanded 

by the Missouri Supreme Court. 
Thomas J. Rowe, attorney for Finkel- 
stein, today said the reversal was based 
on instruction given to the jury by 
Judge Fisher that Finkelstein and his 
wife were competent witnesses, but it 
might take into consideration that Fin- 
kelstein was the defendant and the in- 
terest which he and his wife had in the 
result of the trial. Rowe contended an 
instruction of this kind amounted to 
telling the jury a defendant, testifying 
in his own behalf, was unlikely to tell 
the truth. 

Finkelstein killed Mulrooney on Twen- 
ty-second near Pine street, Sept. 17, 1915. 
His defense was that Mulrooney first 
drew a revolver. Mrs. Finkelstein had 
told her husband Mulrooney had threat- 
ened to kill her.

DIES AT 74; WAD 
LL TWO MONTHS 


Leader in Business and Civic 
Affairs Had Been a Resident 
Here 59 Years. 


Samuel M. Kennard, 74 years old, 
chairman of the J. Kennard & Sons 
Carpet Co., died of uremia at his 
home, 4 Portland place, last night, 
after an illness of about two month-. 

Mr. Kennard was taken to the 
Barnes Hospital, of which he was a 
trustee, Sept. 22. Last Saturday his 
condition was so greatly improved 
that he was removed to his home. A 

elapse followed. 
. For many years Samuel M. Kennard 
was a conspicuous figure in the busi- 
ness and civic life of St. Louis. He 
was the first president of the Veiled 
Prophet Association, the Fall Festivi- 
ties Association and the St. Louis Ex- 
position, and was @ director of the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, 

He was one of the organizers of the 
Planters Hotel Co. and a leader in the 
building of a special hall in which the 
Republicans held their national conven- 
tion in St. Louis in 189%. He also was 
one of the charter organizers of the 
Business Men’s League and of the Mer- 
cantile Club. 

Born in Lexington, Ky. 

Mr. Kennard was born in Lexington, 
Ky., Jan. 11, 1842. When about 15 years 
old he came to St. Louis with his 
father, John Kennard, who opened a 
carpet store here. At the beginning of 
the Civil War he joined the Confederate 
army as a member of Landis’ battery, 
attached to Cockrell’s brigade. 

After Grant’s victory at Vicksburg 
he was a prisoner of war until he was 
exchanged. He then joined Guiber’s 
battery as a Lieutenant and was in 
command of a section of the battery at 
the battle of Franklin, Tenn. 

Later he served in Gen. Hood’s army 
and for a time was aide de camp to 
Gen. N. B. Forrest. After the war he 
returned to St. Louis and became a 
partner in his father’s carpet business. 
After the death of the elder Kennard, 
in 1872, the company was incorporated 
with its present title.

Mr. Kennard had been Commander of 
the United Confederate Veterans and 
Grand Treasurer of the Masonic Order 
in Missouri.

Chicago Committee Trying to Find if 
It Is True They Are Only Fit 
for “Scrap Heap.” 

CHICAGO, Dec. 8.—Test of the ef- 
ficiency of men between the ages of 
45 and 65, compared with an equal 
numLer of young men was begun to- 
day by a committee of 15 large em- 
ployers. The test, Benjamin Rosen- 
thal says, is to upset the theory that 
men between the ages of 45 and 65 are 
fit only for the “scrap heap.” 

“Twenty middle-aged men will be 
employed by one of the largest 
houses in Chicago ¥n the correspond- 
ence department,” said Rosenthal.

PORTS BEGUN TODAY 


Government Officials Estimate 
Country Has Supplies 
for Twenty Days. 


LONDON, Dec. 8—A dispatch from 
Switzerland, as forwarded from Rome 
to the Wireless Press, says Germany 
and Austria have offered their services 
to Greece in opening land communica- 
tions if Greece declares war on the en- 
tente. 


ATHENS, Thursday, Dec. 7.—The 
blockade of Greece begins officially at 
8 o'clock tomorrow (Friday morning). 

The members of the British naval mis- 
Sion have been ardened to embark on 
the Greek trans-atlantic liner King Con- 
staptine. 

In response to the demand of the en- 
tente yesterday for an explanation of 
the movements of the Greek troops, the 
Government has explained that these 
movements have ceased. 

It was asserted in Government cir- 
cles that Greece can withstand a siege 
for 20 days, although districts that can 
be reached only by water will suffer 
more quickly. 

“The Russian, Italian, French and 
Pritish Ministers called in a body at 
the Foreign Office at 2:30 o’clock 
Wednesday afternoon and demanded an 
explanation of the Greek military ac- 
tivity. The French commander, Gen. 
Sarrail, is quoted as saying that he pre- 
fers Greece openly hostile to an unset- 
t'ed situation. The members of the 
Russian colony of the entente remain 
at Athens. The entente allied diplo- 
mats, although they have received no 
instructions as yet, see no prospect of 
@ii arrangement by the Greek Govern- 
ment, and it is believed that they will 
demand at least the re-establishment of 
allied control of the police, posts and 
telegraphs, railways, ports, customs and 
passports. 


BILL FOR CITY TO PAY UNION 
WAGES READY FOR ALDERMEN 


A bill authorizing the payment of the 
‘union scale’’ for mechanics and skilled 
laborers in-the city’s employ has been 
recommended for passage by the Legis- 
lation Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men and will be reported to that body 
today. The increase in the payroll after 
the adoption of the bill is estimated by 
representatives of the unions as $117,000 
annually, which is about $40,000 less than 
the amount they have heretofore said it 
would be. Comptroller Player, who op- 
posed the measure, contends that the 
higher scale will add $289,000 to the an- 
nual. budget for wages. 

The increase was favored by Mayor 
Kiel and Aldermen on the ground that 
the provision of the charter directing 
the payment of ‘‘the prevailing rate of 
wages’’ means the union scale. Repre- 
sentatives of organized labor believe 
that the bill will be supported by at 


least two-thirds of the Aldermen.

CTAFE REORGANIZATION 


Approves Plan to Concentrate 
Direction of War and 
Economic Organization. 


PARIS, Dec. 8.—The Chamber of Dep- 
uties, by a vote of 344 to 16, last night 
passed a resolution expressing confi- 
dence in the Government in its conduct 
of the war. Last June the opposition to 
the Cabinet numbered only 97 voices. 

The vote was taken at the conclusion 


of a public session which followed the 
tenth secret gathering at which 19 reso- 
lutions were introduced. After the doors 
were thrown open Premier Briand ad- 
dressed the Chamber and said the Gov- 
ernment would accept only a resolution 
implying confidence which was intro- 
duced by Deputy Baboud. This reso- 
lution read as follows: . 
‘The Chamber notes the declarations 
of the Government concerning the re- 
organization of the general staff and 
approves its resolution to concentrate 
under restricted direction the conduct of 
the war and the economic organization 
of the country. The Chamber also ex- 
presses confidence in the Government to 
make, in full accord with our allies, 
common sacrifices and efforts recog- 
nized“as indispensable to arrive, by re- 
doubled energy, at a victorious issue.”

He Submits His Ideas for In- 
creasing State’s Revenue to 
Conference Body. 


“CONDITION DEPLORABLE” 


Nenvicts Will Be With Idle 
Hands, Idle Brains and Per- 
haps Empty Stomachs.”’ 


Governor-elect Gardner’s address at 
the tax conference held today at the 
Planters Hotel, !n which he outlined 
tentative recommendations for 10 new 
forme of taxation and three increases in 
existing taxes, follows: 

“T have invited you to assemble in 
this city today to form what we might 
call a revenue or tax commission. You 
are here as citizens to consides the crit- 
ical condition of the State’s finances, 
and to go over this problem from every 
angle for the purpose of formulating 
resolutions to be embodied later in bills 
to be presented to the incoming Legis- 
lature and to be acted upon by that 
body. 

“T feel assured that the recomménda- 
tions of this representative gathering 
will have great weight with the Legis- 
lature. And I can say to you now that 
I pledge you my earnest support in car- 
rying out whatever agreement may be 
reached by this honorable body. 

State’s Finances Deplorable. 

“The condition of the State’s finances 
is deplorable. They must be rehabil- 
itated and that at once. 

“On the 3lst of this month, the con- 
tract labor system of the penitentiary 
will expire. On that date 2700 convicts 
will be left without employment, with 
idje hands, idle brains and practically 
empty stomachs because the peniten- 
tiary has exhassted its credit and, on 
Jan. 1, will have unpaid debts amount- 
ing to over $200,000. 

“At a® conference which I called, and 
which assembled in this city several 
cays ago, this penitentiary question 
was considered for two days. The reso- 
lutions unanjmously adopted by this 
conference recommended a complete re- 
form of the penitentiary and other 
penal institutions of this State. These 
resolutions provided for: 

A board of control. 

The purchase of a farm. 

The building of a reformatory. 

Development of the State indus- 
tries. 

The building of roads. 

“These resolutions have my hearty 
and enthusiastic support. To put these 
reforms into execution, however, will 
require the expenditure of a large sum 
of money. 

large Sums Needed. 

“It is not necessary fcr me to tell you 
that to develop a large State industry, 
carry.d stock of merchandise, purchase 
machinery, extend lines of credit, etc., 
involve a great deal of money. To buy 
@ large farm, build a reformatory and 

buy machinery for building roads 

require, according to my estimate, 
000. Added to this is a deficiency 

@ $2,000,000 which the incoming admin- 
fetration must fece. This amount is 
New carried by local banks largely in 
Various parts of the State with interest 
Yanging from 6 to 7 per cent. 

“J have received many suggestions 
for improving the State's finances. 
Most of them must be eliminated be- 
cause they conflict with our present 
State Constitution, which was adopted 
#@ years ago and is altogether unsuited 
to our requirements of today. For in- 
stance: Many have suggested that the 
tax rate be doubled, thus making it, 
80c instead of lic. Others have suggest- 
ed a graduated land tax. Others have 
said we should have a different rate of 
taxation on real estate from that on 
personal property. 

“The suggestion has also been made 
that the State collect her taxes on one 
basis and the counties on another. 

“None of these suggestions can be 
carried out under our present Consti- 
tution. 

“Others have suggested that we 
amend the Constitution or have a new 
one. Both the Democratic and the Re- 
publican parties are committed to sub- 
mitting to the people the question of 
calling a constitutional convention. This 
question, however, could not be voted 
upon for two years; and, if adopted, it 
will then be two years before the peo- 
ple vote on the Constitution, and per- 
haps another year would be required to 
place it in operation. So it is utterly 
useless to talk of meeting the present 
emergency by changing the Constitu- 
tion, 


S Farm Land Question, 
The suggestion has also been made 


to permit the Board of Equalization to 
raise the valuation of farm lands suf- 
ficiently to bring in all the revenue the 
State needs. Perhaps nothing is 80 
little understood as the question of 
farm or land taxation. The total as- 
Sessed value of farm lands in this State

“If the farm lands were increased to 
their full valuation, and city property 
increased to its full valuation, it would 
be placing a larger burden on the city 
than ‘t at present bears because an in- 
crease of 662-3 per cent on farm val- 
ves would not be so great as an in- 
crease ,of 331-3 per cent on city prop- 
erty. And were these two increases 
made, in view of the small amount of 
personal property returned urnder our 
present system, it would practically 
mean that the State was run on the 
single tax plan which has been over- 
whelmingly condemned by the people of 
this State. 

System in Other States. 

“It would also mean that we were 
adopting a policy in’ Missouri exactly 
contrary to the thought of every other 
State in the Union. Most of the states 
are now leaving the taxation of their 
real estate and personal property to the 
counties, and the State is supported 
largely by taxes on what might be 
called privileges, or special property 
taxes. 

‘I am submitting to you herewith a 
statement of the receipts from taxation 
of the State of California for the last 
year of over $20,000,000, from which it 
will be observed that not one penny is 
received from either real estate or per- 
sonal taxes of individuals. It is all 
from what might be called privilege 
taxes. The same plan holds good in al- 
most all of our other states at the pres- 
ent time. 

‘‘Aside from this view of it, it must 
be borne in mind that upon these farm 
lands of Missouri rests the future of 
the State. The farmer is today engeged 
in a less productive industry than any 
in the State. We have’ stood idly by 
and watched the decrease of our rura! 
population from 66 per cent & years ago 
to about 29 per cent at the present 
time. 

“We have watched conditions change 
from no tenant worked farms to a pres- 
ent day condition of 331-8 per cent of 
our farmers being. tenants. What we 
want to do is to secure for the farmer 
cheaper money; to bulld good roads so 
that his produce can be brought tv 
market cheaply; to give him scientific 
education. 


Money to Farmers High. 
“When he has these advantages then 


the question of farm taxation will 
solve itself ty natural processes. Farm. 
ers of Missouri are paying from 6 to 14 
per cent for the use of money. In the 


‘city we are able to obtain money at 4 


Boys and agiris are being 
driven from the farm by the thou- 
sands.

“Does not this condition, gentle- 
men, indicate that great care should 
be taken lest we impose an unneces- 
sary burden, or any burden that can 
nossibly be avoided, upon the bended 
backs of these citizens of our State? 
Does not the price of food: supplies 
indicate that conditions should be 
better In rural communities, so that 
they may attract people from the 
cities and other states to engage in 
agriculture and thereby increase the 
supply af food products? 

“ft do not wish you to understand 
that this indicates any policy that 
I may pursue as a member of the 
Roard of Equalization. I will cross 
that bridwe when I come to it, and 
will do my duty fearlessly as I see 
it at that time. But no change in 
that respect would be available for 
at least a year and a half, while our 
emerm@ency is one of today. 

“Our trouble in Miasourl, as it ap- 
pears to me, is that we have felt 
that we should wear a man's suit of 
clothes.

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Sressive states and have ordered our 
affairs conducted in a corresponding 
manner. But we have been willing 
tO pay only for the boy’s size suit 
of clothes. 

Demands on the State. 

“The Department of Commerce, Bu- 
reau of the Census, No. 8—4787, of Aug. 
14, 1916, says that the average per capita 
expenditure for all governmental costs, 
including interests, etc., in the 48 states 
was $5.03. Missouri's cost was $2.25, or 
about 40 per cent of the average. It 
might be said that the demands upon 
the State Government of Missouri are 
very similar to those upon our sister 
State, Illinois. The general revenues fund 
of the State of Illinois for 1914 was §$23,- 
060,966.00, or exactly $4 per capita. 

“For 1914 Missouri's general revenue 
fund was $5,547,117.64, or $1.70 per capita, 
Now, just how it is possible for Missouri, 
whose conditions are exactly similar to 
those of Illinois, to carry on her State 
Government on $1.70 per capita, where 
Illinvis is spending $4, and other states 
on an average of $5.03, is the question 
that confronts us. It must be plain to 
any fair-minded man that it is impos- 
sible. 

“In 1916 the total revenues of the State 
will be $5,600,000. Of this about $3,000,000 
goes for educational purposes, leaving 
only approximately $2,600,000 to carry on 
all of the activities of a State govern- 
ment of 3,502,000 people. It is out of 
the question and must be remedied and 
that at once. I propose to see that 
every dollar of vour money which you 
spend while I am Governor brings you 
the maximum of service. 

“I expect to rigidly enforce business 
principles in every department over 
which I have authority. I expect to 
practice all business economy consist- 
ent with good service, which I know you 
demand. I expect to start this economy 
in the Governor's office. 

“For instance, the State has been ap- 
propriating $7500 biennially for the Gov- 
ernor’s contingent fund, this fund to 
cover traveling expenses, stationery, 
etc., and is a perfectly legitimate allow- 
ance. But with the present financial 
condition of the State, I expect to get 
along without it. I shall not ask for it. 


EKeonomy in Legislature. 


“IT have talked with a number of Sen- 
ators and Renrescentatives and all of 
them have agreed that economy shall 
be practiced in the organization of the 
Legislature, and that all useless clerks 
shall be dispensed with. It is generally 
agreed that a considerable sum is 
wasted in duplicate printing of State 
documents. This shall also be looked 
into. But when these items are all 
placed .o0gether they can only account 
for a fraction of what we require. I 
have thought of a number of sources 
from which revenue could be raised, 
and from which revenue is raised in 
other states, and I now submit them for 
your consideration, torether with an 
estimated recapitulation should al) of 
these revenue measures be enacted inio 
law. 

“If the Constitution permits, the du- 
ties of the State Board of Equalization 
should be given over to a nonpartisan 
oe ee ——

“IT recommend that this commission 
here assembled investigate the justice 
of paying the county collectors $500,000 
biennially for collecting the State rev- 
enue. This is about 8 per cent of the 
amount colleated. The State should pay 
its proportion of the amount collected 
and the counties should pay their pro- 
portion. That is to say, the State 
should pay $100,000 instead of $00,000. 

Would Amend Law. 

“It seems to me that this law should 
be amended, thus saving the State 
about $400,000 biennially. 

“The automobile taxes of Missouri 
are entirely too low and are out of 
proportion to this tax in other states. 
I expect to recommend to the Legisla- 
ture that our tax-on- autemobhiles- be 
raised so that it will vield about $2,900,- 
000 annually. This fund should be set 
aside largely for building good roads. 

“In conclusion, gentlemen, allow me 
to thank you again for your presence 
today. I know that vou are inspired 
with a patriotic desire to help solve this 
problem and to bring order out of 
chaos; to help make our beloved State 
all that nature and destiny intended 
she should be; and I know that you will 
approach this question from that stand- 
point. 

“These are not political questions, and 
men.of all parties should take pride in 
helping to solve them wisely and fairly. 
I promise you today that everything in 
my power shall be done to assist you 
and to assist the Legislature with that 
end in view. 

“It is a great problem. It is one in 
which the people should work together 
in solving, and I believe that I will 
have tne support of, and that my hands 
will be upheld by, the good people of 
this State regardless of party affilia- 
tions in my efforts to bring about a 
much-to-be-desired result.’’

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Japan is

Fletcher, also attached to the Gen- 
eral Board, agreed that sped in ex- 
cess Of 23 knots was not desirable at 
this time, as it would increase the 
size of ships without giving substan- 
tial added advantage.

1 560,000 BELGIAN 
DEPENDENTS. SAYS 
BERLIN STATEMENT 


Deportations Declared to Be 
Social Necessity and. by No 
Means Hardship on Workers. 


BERLIN, via London, Dec. 8.—The 
German Government issued a statement 
yesterday in explanation and justifica- 
tion of the transfer of Belgian laborers 


to Germany. It says the measure is by 


ino means a hardship for the laborers, 


‘but is a social necessity. 
Owing chiefly to the British embargo 


against Belgium's overseas trade, which 
before the war supported a large part of 
the industrial population, large numbers 
of Belgian workers are idle, the state- 
ment says, and conditions are growing 
worse. Many famil‘es, after spending 
all their savings, have become objects of 
public charity. This state of things is 
not due, as asserted in Belgium, to Ger- 
man requisitions of raw material, it is 
explained, for these requisitions oc- 
curred as a rule only where factories 
were unable to continue operations. 

Of 1,200,000 employes engaged in Bel- 
gian industries before the war, 506,000, 
including 158,000 women, are now wholly 
without work, and 150,000, including 46,000 
women, are partly without work, mak- 
ing a total of 655,000 persons dependent 
on public aid. In addition to these, 
there are 293,000 wives and 61,000 chil- 
dren of men without work, so that lI,- 
560,000 persons, or one-fifth of the total 
Belgian population, require assistance. 

More than 300,000,000 francs ($60,000,00U) 
already has been spent in supporting 
these persons and 20,000,000 francs ($4,- 
000,000) monthly will be required hence- 
forth. These masses of idle people, the 
statement says, are degenerating anil 
drunkenness and social depravity are 
resulting. 

The German Governor-General, 
von Bissing, early recognized the neces- 
sity of taking measures to help the 
idle to obtain employnient. He caused 
municipalities to undertake public works 
to create employment, where this was 
possible without imposing too great 
financial burdens. 

Upon the suggestion of Belgians o0¢ 
practical insight, the Governor-General 
issued an ordinance in August of 1915 
against persons unwilling to work, which 
was made more stringent last March. 
These ordinances provide for compul- 
sory transfer of workmen only when 
idle persons refuse to accept work at 
reasonable pay without adequate re‘- 
sons, the provisions of international law 
protecting them against working on war 
material being recognized as adequa** 
ground. The ordinances were direc’ 
chiefly against organized iniluences # 
ing to prevent laborers from acce}: 
work voluntarily, only because it 
offered by Germans. Nevertheless, ten.« 
of thousands of persons voluntarily ac- 
cepted work in Germany at profitable 
wages. 

The statement goes on to say that 
the labor situation in Belgium has grown 
worse and that conditions are now such 
as to necessitate improvernent; hence 
the ordinances must be enforced more 
vigorously in order to relfeve the situa- 
tion. Before compulsory transport, how- 
ever, every idle person is offered the 
opportunity voluntarily to accept profit- 
able work on contract, and compulsion 
is resorted to only where the laborer 
stubbornly refuses. 

Workmen coming to vermany are 
placed on the same footing as Germans 
and are earning higher wages than they 
ever received in Belgium. 

Steps have been taken to send part 
of their earnings to their families in 
Kelgium. The laborers also are per- 
mitted to make regular visits to their 
homes, and families are allowed to ac- 
company them to Germany if that is de 
sired. Provision also, is made for re- 
licious services in their own language. 

In view of the e¢ircumstances, the 
statement. says, the transportation of 
workmen to Germany means a consid- 
erable betterment in their positions. In- 
asmuch as hundreds of thousands are 
being ruined in Belgium, while aged men, 
women and even children are wearing 
themselves out with work in Germany, 
the transportation of Belgians, the state- 
ment asserts, 4s not only right, but a 
social duty of the German Government.

HELD AT ELECTION 
AND LATER FREED 


Democratic City Chairman Leo- 
nard Says They Will Be 
Prosecuted if Found. 


Chairman Leonard of the Democratic 
City Committee today announced ‘that 
he had asked the Circuit Attorney's of- 
fice to find as many as possible of the 
% negroes who were arrested at polling 
places on election day, charged with at- 
tempting to vote illegally, and who Were 
discharged three days later by Judge 
Miller in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection without being arraigned ‘individ- 
ually. 

Leonard said most of 
would be prosecuted in the original 
charges, if they could be found. Re- 
publican leaders have charged that .the 
challenging and arrest of the negroes 
was, in nearly all cases, without legal 
basis, and was merely for the purpose 
of intimidation. 

Leonard says, however, 
investigated the matter, and belleves 
most of the negroes were disqualified 
from voting by reason of having been 
convicted of larceriy or a felony. In any 
case where a mistake was made, he 
Says, the mistake was due to a simi- 
larity of names. He says he believes 
that, in every case, the challenger acted 
in good faith and on legal presumption 
of the identity of the man challenged. 

Shows Police Reports. 

He contends that many names of dis- 
qualified negroes, and many other names 
Oo negroes not residing at the addresses 
given, were on the registration books, 
even after the precinct election officials, 
who are supposed to correct such errors, 
had completed thelr canvass. To sup- 
port this contention, Leonard showed a 
sheaf of police reports, giving the re- 
sults of a canvass made by policemen 
in the week before tne election. 

In numerous cases, these reports stat- 
ed that negroes registered from certain 
houses did not live there, and were not 
known there, and gave the names of 
the persons who supplied this informa- 
tion. 

In some instances, the police reports 
stated, the address given was a vacant 
lot, or a business building where no one 
was domiciled. The name of ‘John Mo- 
han, colored,” appeared as being regia- 
tered from 2735 Market street, which, 
the report stated, is a Police Department 
garage, where no one sieeps. The name 
of J. McClary was registered from 31533 
Clark avenue, which, a police report 
says, is a vacant lot. The name of Sol 
DD. Penn appears at 7707 Lawton avenue, 
which, a police report says, is on the 
“remises of the Polar Wave Ice Co. At

nual report of Secretary Houston of the 
Department of Agriculture. The report 
also devotes considerable attention to 
the pure food law and urges on Congress 
the need of strengthening it to permit 
standardization of foods and drugs and 
inspection of foods and drugs factories. 
Records of the department, the report 
sets forth, show that except for meat 
and dairy products the per capita pro- 
duction of the leading food commodities 
in the United States has remained about 
the same despite the rapid growth of 
population. Statistics presented cover a 
period of 16 years. The population has 
increased in that time 33 per cent. There 
is ground for optimism, the report says, 
as to the ability of the nation not only 
to supply itself with food, but increas- 
ingly to meet the needs of the world. 


Growth in Beef Output. 
One of the principal aims of the de- 


partment has been to increase meat 
production. The report shows a steady 
growth since 1913 in the output of beef 
and an advance in the number of swine 
every year since 1899. More extensive 
sheep raising is recommended as a 
source of food. It is pointed out that 
only one farm in seven in the United 
States now supports sheep. Fifty mil-

include butter, eggs and cheese. These 
reports show the cold storage holdings 
throughout the country and include a 
comparison of the holdings of the cur- 
rent year with those of the previous 
year. In co-operation with carriers, ex- 
tensive investigations of the economic 
waste of foodstuffs in transit have been 
conducted, The object of these inves- 
tigations is to secure better co-operation 
between shippers and carriers and great- 
er efficiency in methods of handling, 
with a view to eliminate, or at least 
greatly to reduce, the present waste.”’ 

The report reviews at length the ad- 
ministration of the foods and drugs act, 
and says: 

“T have recommended in the estimates 
for the fiscal year 1918 that the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture be authorized to es- 
tablish standards of strength, quality or 
purity for articles of food and for those 
articles of drugs which are sold under 
or by a name not recognized in the 
United States Pharmacopoeia or Na- 
tional Formulary. The suggestion pro- 
vides that if any article fails to con- 
form to the established standards it 
shall be deemed to be misbranded, un- 
less it is labeled so as plainly and con- 
spicuously to show how it differs from 
the standard. 

“I have also recommended in the es- 
timates that the department be given 
authority to inspect establishments pro- 
ducing foods or drugs intended for ship- 
ment in interstate or foreign commerce.”’

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[WIDOW OF C. W. HARKNESS, 
STANDARD OIL MAGNATE, DIES 


His Estate, of Which Appraisal Was 
Amnounced Yesterday, Worth 
More Than $50,000,000. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8 —Mrs. Mary 
Gardner Harkness, widow of Charles 
W. Harkness, Standard Oil magnate, 
whose estate was appraised yesterday 
at $49,319,601, died this morning at the 
Presbyterian Hospital, where she had 
undergone an operation. Under the 
terms of her hubsand’s will Mrs. Hark- 
ness inherited property valued at $12,- 
| 261,629, including the Harkness home at 
2 East Fifty-fourth street. 

Mrs. Harkness came in from her coun- 
try home at Madison, N. J., early this 
week and went to the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital to have an operation performed. 

The appraisal of the estate is of the 
date of Harkness’ death, May 1. The 
— has increased several millions 
since then. The transfer tax to New 
York State will be. $1,809,962. Cash ‘n 
bank at Harkness’ death was $2,322,694. 

Harkness also left about $36,000,000 to 
his brother, Edward S. Harkness, and

Nickels, Dimes and Quarters 
Help It to Take on Its Vast 
Proportions. 


BIG FETE IS PLANNED 


“More We See of Fund, the 
Better We Like It,”’ Says 
Contributor. 


Forwarding his check for $10 “in aid 
of the Festival fund,’’ Edward Devoy 
added: ‘‘The more we see of it the bet- 
ter we like it.’’ Following this substan- 
tial contribution were a number of oth- 
ers, from $1 down to 5 cents. 

There was in this list of acknowledg- 
ments a striking blend of the financial 
forces behind the great community hos- 
pitality to the destitute families, their 
dependent children and the homeless 
men through the Post-Dispatch Christ- 


mas Festival. There are comparatively 
few of the $10-and-above contributions, 
but these will always be cheerfully 
made by those to whom fortune has 
been generous and who feel it a sacred 
dvey as well as a blessed privilege to 
scatter happiness liberally along their 
pathway through life. The Christmas 
Festival, with its dstinct and appealing 
character, is an opportunity which they 
would not consent to have pass with- 
out extending support up to a reasonable 
measure of their individual satisfaction. 

But there is in the more massive pop- 
ular element from which the great and 
well-known institution derives its chie? 
support a factor that is hailed by thoss 
to whom the privilege of making larger 
contributions is insisted upon as a sacred 
privilege. They perceive and appreciate 
the fact that a cavse of this exceptional 
type must be an essentially popular one 
because of its hold upon the popular 
heart. It is from the contributions of 
nickels, dimes and quarters that the 
fund takes on its vast proportions, and 
it is to the givers of those compara- 
tively modest sums that there accrues 
the feeling that they are the real build- 
ers of the happiness on Christmas day 
for thousands of deserving persons who 
otherwise would find the day doubly 
cheerless because of their contrast with 
the joys in the homes of the more for- 
tunate. 

One of the notable features of the 1915 
Festival in the Coliseum was the enter- 
tainment organized by Park Commis- 
sioner Nelson A. Cunliff, as chairman 
of the Entertainment Committee, and 
Superintendent of Playgrounds Rodowe 
H. Abeken as his assistant. It was a 
departure from the type of amusement 
provided for the youthful guests of the 
community in former years and em- 
bodied the happy element of play- 
grounds children entertaining those who, 
in many instances, were in much the 
same position as themselves. All, of 
course, were guests of the Festival. kor 
the coming event Messrs. Cunliff and 
Abeken are organizing a spectacla in 
which no fewer than 400 children from 
the playgrounds are to appear, with im- 
pressive stage settings, beautiful cos- 
tumes and lighting effects. It promises 
to be of the pageant order, carrying an 
appropriate lesson to both young and 
old, with just enough of the comedy 
feature to delight the hearts of those 
who require it as part of their festal 
day ‘‘dissipation.”’ 

Other productions were available, 
some of them carrying no expense to 
the Festival institution and promising a 
large measure of enjoyment to those 
for whom the event is especially de- 
signed, but none was on go extensive a 
scale as that which had already been 
planned by the Entertainment Commit- 
tee and would from that viewpoint have 
failed somewhat in the important direc- 
tion of filling the eye at the same time 
that the mind is being satisfied. Hun- 
dreds of children, with considerable 
work of a skilled and harmonious sort, 
are essential to a successful affair in 
80 spacious a place as the Coliseum 
where children are the ones to be sat- 
isfied.

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THE REVENUE EMERGENCY. 

In Wisconsin's successful system of taxation the 
prime factor is a Tax Commission charged with 
the duty of finding good revenue sources and 
equitable methods of collecting revenues. 

The prime task of the Tax Commission is the 
equalization of taxation. This is fundamental to 
any successful tax system. It is one of the vital 
points at which the Missouri tax system has brok- 
en down, not on account of the fault of the sys- 
tem, but on account of the deliberate refusal of 
our State Board of Equalization to enforce equali- 
zation of assessments among the counties and 
cities of the State. . 

The first duty of the State government is to see 
that taxes are ley‘ed equally on all property sub- 
ject to taxation in the State. It is folly to talk of 
finding new sources of revenue when our present 
taxes are levied unequally. 

The additional taxes, therefore, to be recom- 
mended to the State Legislature must be regarded 
as emergency taxesuntil assessments are equal- 
ized or a new and better system of taxation is em- 
bodied in the Constitution. The present Consti- 
tution stands in the way of an equitable and suc- 
cere*ul system of taxation. We expect, therefore, 
from the Legislature: _ 

1. A Tax Commission. 

2. The submission to the people of the question 
of framing and adopting a new Constitution. 

3. Emergency taxes to meet the needs of the 
State until taxes are equalized or the new system 
is in force. 

To meet the deficit and supply the immediate 
needs of the State is the first duty of the General 
Assembly. 


GAINING ON A BAD SYSTEM. 

The Probate Judges of the State join in the 
condemnation on the practice of compensating 
public officials by fees. We are scoring gains 
on this vicious and long obsolete system. Its ex- 
tinguishment cannot long be delayed. 

In fact the probate gentlemen cannot admin- 
ister the effects of a departed, defunct fee sys- 
tem too soon to suit the public. 
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SUFFERING SERVIA. 

Help for the women and children of Servia, 
made destitute by the war, is especially needed 
at this time because the regular Red Cross relief 
work, formerly authorized by the Central Powers, 
has been stopped, on orders from Austria. Unless 
American sympathizers do what can be done, 
many of the Servian women and children will 
starve this winter. 

The Servian Relief Committee recently organ- 
ized in St. Louis, of which J. Lionberger Davis 
is treasurer, plans to send quantities of food, to 
assist the destitute civilian population now lying 
back of the allies’ lines. as these lines advance, 
if they are able to do so, the relief workers will 
take charge of the native women and children in 
need and arrange for théir support. 

Thousands of Servian children are now being 
educated at the expense of charitable persons in 
the various neutral countries. Those who could 
not escape from the country will be in a very pre- 
carious position, with war continuing to devastate 
large districts. They must be helped if they are 
to survive. 

We shall probably be called upon soon to succor 
suffering Rumanians. It is time for the average 
American to make up his mind that he ought not 
to expect to sleep easy while he selfishly permits 
women and children to suffer and die on account 
of the world war. As we hope to be dealt with 
if our turn should come, let us deal with these, 
our neighbors.

A railroad president wails that “in Nebraska 
sOmething over 81,000 automobiles are in use this 
year and the railways paid nearly $2,600,000 in 
taxes to build roads for these motors to operate 
on.” And motor cars are carrying thousands who 
were once steam car passengers. Verily, ‘‘the old 
order changeth.”’ 
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THE BLINDFOLDED BYRON AT ATHENS. 

After the clash at Athens in which 54 allied 
sailors were killed it was found that the statue 
of Byron had been blindfolded by somebody that 
it might not look on while English and French 
blood was being spiled by factious Greeks. 

Not even America’s obligation to France or 
Bulgaria’s to Russia or Cuba’s to the United 
States is as great as that of Greece to the three 
great entente Powers. Their aid gave independ- 
ence to the Greek nation at a time when the ef- 
forts of the Greeks themselves had again failed 
and a further etruggle had been rendered impotent 
by fatuous quarrels among sefiseless and jealous 
léaders. 

The date commonly accepted as marking the 
beginning of the 10-year war that freed Greece 
was in July, 1821, and the place was as far from 
any region now associated with Greek geography 
as Jassy, the remote Moldavian town to which 
the capital of distressed Rumania was removed 
the other day. Here Gen. Alex. Ypsilanti started 
the revolt followed by so many tragedies. Sym- 
pathy was drawn to the cause by Byron’s appeals 
and especially by his death in Greece, where he 
had gone to lend his personal services and make 
generous contributions from his private means. 

The course of Russia, France and England was 
not wholly unselfish and still in the sordid his- 
tory of modern Buropean politics there is no 
brighter chapter than that recording their co- 
operation in behalf of the Greeks with an altru- 
ism recalling our own in the Spanish War. Their 
united fleets destroyed Turkish naval power in 
the Battle of Navarino with a loss to the enemy 
of 6000 men and 89 vessels in 1827 and the help 
of the Russian land forces finished the good work 
in following years. 

Military success did not end the allies’ gener- 
osity. They lent Greece money, protected her in 
innumerable crises and up to a few months ago 
contributed annually a substantial sum toward 
the Greek King’s salary. It may be recalled that 
this is not the first time that an allied Anglo- 
French force has been landed in Greece to check 
the people in a complicated situation. That was 


jdone @uring the Crimean War to prevent the| 


Greeks from siding with Russia against the hered- 
itary enemy, Turkey, but that occupation had fo 
such tragic consequences as the present one. 
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UISITE. 

Holders of $3,000,000 worth of the United Rail- 
ways’ $16,000,000 in preferred stock have organ- 
ized to protect their investments in the water- 
logged company. 

Measures which the directing committee is dis- 
cussing are these: 

Readjustment of the company’s finances. 

Dismissal of high-salaried officers who an- 
tagonize the public and resist lawful demands 
through litigation. 

Revision or abrogation of the cinch con- 
tracts under which half a million more is 
paid a year for Keokuk current than it would 
cost the company to develop its own current. 

An arrangement with the city for reducing 
the mill tax. 

Some of these proposals are excellent. Dis- 
cussion of them will be instructive to the stock- 
holders, perhaps fruitful in results. 

The contracts under which United Railways 
stockholders are robbed for enriching North 
American stockholders controlling the transmis- 
sion and distribution of Keokuk current are one 
of the most flagrant examples of the abuses made 
possible by interlocking system of directors. 

If any officials still persist in the idea that the 
proper policy for the company is one of hostility 
toward, instead of co-operation with, the St. Louis 
public, dismissal is demanded by the stockholders’ 
most vital interests. 

But the fundamental thing is a reorganization 
and readjustment of the United Railways’ finan- 
cial condition. The company’s swollen capitali- 
zation must be reduced. Or, what is an equiva- 
lent, a sum representing the actual value of its 
assets must be fixed as the maximum on which 
invéstors in United Railways securities shall be 
permitted to draw earnings. \ 

Other eneasures are palliatives and makeshifts. 
To reduce the mill tax so that the absentee land- 
lords of the North American may draw excessive 
sums for current, is an impudent proposal. api- 
tal issues on tremendous fictitious values are the 
heart of the chief problem. Relief for stockhold- 
ers and community can be obtained only by 
Squeezing out the floods of water. 
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M’KINLEY LINE FRANCHISE REPEAL. 

No one, of course; wishes to see St. Louis de- 
prived of the service of its principal interurban 
system, the McKinley Line. What the city wants 
is more, not less, interurban roads. 

But the aldermanic bill repealing the McKinley 
f.ine franchise in consequence of the increase of 
fare to the east side of the river would not mean 
the ousting of the company from its St. Louis 
terminal. If passed and upheld by the courts 
the bill would mean that the line would continue 
to operate without a franchise, occupying the 
streets on sufferance, which is practically the 
equivalent of an indeterminate franchise. 

Long-term franchises are out of date. Granted 
originally on conditions designed to secure an 
equitable distribution of benefits between giver 
and receiver, changed conditions often convert 
them into a burden on the grantor and a source 
of monopoiistic profit to the grantee. Frdém-day- 
to-day franchises may seem like going to the other 
extreme, but they have been highly advantageous 
in some parts of the country. How quickly the 
water would be squeezed out of the United Rail- 
ways, for the soliftion of many puzzling problems, 
if it were operating under that sort of a franchise. 

Indeterminate franchises conferred in é€xplicit 
grants with provision for public purchase at an 
equitable price are an enormous improvement 
over the old-time franchises in set terms which 
cities find it so easy to pass, but which involve 
sv many difficulties when they attempt to alter 
or repeal them in the public interest. 
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FOWLING PIECES AGAINST 42'S. 

Germans report the capture of many Rumanians 
in extemporized uniforms armed only with fowl- 
ing pieces and huntsmen’s rifles and shooting 
Sport ammunition. 

The fall of Bucharest strengthens the parallel 
between the drive in Poland and the new drive 
in the Balkans. Complete information doubtless 
will show that the allied reverses in the one drive 
were due to the same conditions as in the other 
—insufficient big guns and munitions. Russia, 
responsible for the safety of 800 miles of front 


could not expand her resources rapidly enough 
to include nearly 800 more miles of front added 
when Rumania entered the war. And all accounts 
agree as to Rumania’s own failure to profit by 
the lessons of modern fighting; her unreadiness 
in many of the prime essentials, her inadequacy 
in trained leadership. 

The first year of the war had its Belgtum. The 
second had fts Montenegro, Servta and Poland. 
We could see some reason for the allied lapses 
contributing to those disasters. But the early 
part of the third already has its Rumania. What 
will the remaining portions of the third have? 
What will the fourth? 
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MR. WILSON’S LATEST INNOVATION. 

The country has become so used to President 
Wilson's delightful way of discarding wornout 
precedents that his newest innovation almost 
escaped comment. When, at the beginning of 
his administration, he returned to the simple, 
democratic custom of the Fathers and appeared 
before Congress to deliver his first message in 
person, the people talked about it for days and 
days. Now that he has unostentatiously cut the 
junk out of the President's annual message on 
the state of the Union, we hardly realize what a 
remarkable thing he has done. 

The conventional message was cluttered up 
with a mass of detail information that obscured 
its important recommendations. President Wil- 
son very wisely contents himself with giving a 
concise, comprehensive outline of the important 
things to be done. He notifies his auditors that 
all detail information necessary to their work 
will be supplied them later in supplementary re- 
ports prepared by the proper officials. The result 
is a clear, short statement, over which nobody 
nods and which everybody grasps. A business-like 
thing is done‘in a business-like way. 

It is only the man certain of himself and cer- 
tain of what he ought to do who dares innova- 
tions. Precedent and convention are the anchors 
of the timid and unsure,

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' A STALK OF CELERY | 


RISP, fresh celery is a welcome 
* addition to any dinner, but who 
has not witnessed, with some 
embarrassment, the fact that when the 
average bunch of celery is separated 
and served, somebody always gets the 
tough, heavy outer layers, while oth- 
ers secure the tender inner stalks? 
The process is generally accompanied 
with insistence upon the guest’s getting 
‘a good piece,’’ while it is quite obvi- 
ously a member of the family who 
takes the large brownish remnant. 

Now this ought not to be. Provide av 
least one tender section of the “heart’’ 
for everyone at the table, even if this 
means getting two or three bunches. 
The outer leaves, the tops and the root | 
may be used in a dozen delicious ways 
at a succeeding meal; and it is better 
to serve it more rarely and have 
enough so that everyone at the table 
‘can enjoy a tender stalk, than to have 
everyone feel uncomfortable about it. 

The coarser parts of celery can be 
used as soup, a8 a vegetable, in salad, 
and a number of other ways. To make 
a delicious celery soup, cut the root, 
outer stalks and feathery tops of the 
celery into small pieces and cook until 
tender in a pint of boiling water. Add 
a half teaspoon of salt and mash the 
celery in the water in which it was 
cooked. While the celery is cooking, 
melt 2 tablespoons of butter in the up- 
per part of a double boiler, add 2 table- 
spoons of flour, and, when blended 
well, add slowly, mixing all the time, 2 
cups of milk. Boil a few minutes and 
then set over hot water. When the 
celery is cooked and mashed, add .to 
the mixture in the double boiler. 
Strain, reheat and serve with croutons. 

Creamed celery is a good vegetable 
dish, and the scraped outer. stalks 
serve exceedingly well for it. All the 
tough strings should be carefully re- 
moved in using these stalks for any 
purpose. Cut enough of the cleaned 
stalks into l-inch pieces to fill 2 cups, 
cover with boiling water, and cook un- 
til tender—about 45 minutes. Drain, 
and cover with a cup of cream sauce 
made by blending 2 tablespoons of 
flour, 2 tablespoons of butter and 1 
cup of milk.

Then mix 
in 4% of a cup of English walnuts and 
put through the grinder again. Mix 
well with % of a cup of mayonnaise 
dressing, and serve on lettuce. The sec- 
ond grinding is for the purpose of 
thoroughly blending the ingredients, sv 
that the flavor is completely changed. 
Ground celery makes an _ excellent 
paste for filling sandwiches also. Com.

sandwich may be obtained by its use. 
Use the heavy parts of celery in an:

PRESENT MILITARY 


TOTEM A FAILURE, 
GEN. SCOTT SAYS 


Chief of Army Staff Declares 
. Volunteer Plan Should Be 
Abandoned. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The volunteer 
military system again has proved itself 
to be a failure and should be relegated 
to the past, declares Major-General 
Hugh L. Scott, chief of staff of tie 
army, in his annual report, just made 
public. Basing his conclusions upon the 
showing of the -Federalized national 
guard, when mobilized for border duty, 
and the fact that strenuous recruiting 
Campaigns for both the regulars aud 


suardsmen have produced negligible re- 
sults, Gen. Scott says: 

“In my judgment the country will 
never be prepared for defense until we 
do as other great nations do that have 
large interests to guard, like Germany, 
Japan and France, where everybody is 
ready and does perform military service 
in 'time of peace, as he would pay every 
other tax, and is willing to make sacri- 
fices for the protection he gets.”’ 

Too Little Training Required. 

Taking up the question of the national 
guard, in its Federalized status, Gen. 
Scott declares the training period of 75 
days in three years provided for by the 
new national defense act is wholly inad- 
equate. 

“In my judgment,” he says, 


“it pre- 


war service until it has received at least 
six months’ additional training in time 
of war.”’ 

The report reiterates the opinion that 
it takes a year of intensive training to 
make a soldier. Unless the federalized 
guard, which Congress substituted for 
the citizen volunteer army, advocated 
by the general staff, can be given great- 
er training, Gen. Scott says, the coun- 
try faces a serious situation. 

“And it is very doubtful,’’ he contin- 
ues, “if we will be able to do so and 
keep the force recruited.’’ 

In spite of the fact that preparedness 
agitation stimulated interest in the ef 
fort now being made to bring the border 
forces up to war strength, Gen. Scott 
says, three months of recruiting left 
many national guard units still below 
minimum strength; Every effort was 
made to get the men, he says, a house- 
to-house canvass being conducted '§ in 
some sections.

161,006 Militiamen Mustered In, 

An aggregate force of 151,096 officers 
and men of the guard were mustered 
into the Federal service under the call 
and ab it 110,957 were on the border a 
month and a half after the call was 
issued. The General commends highly 
the efficiency of the railroads in: han- 
dling the mobilization. 

Turning to recruiting in the regul2r 
army, the report says that the service 
was 29,130 short of its authorized 
strength on Aug. 1 last. Between March 
15, when Congress authorized bringing 
the army up to war strength by adding 
20,000 men, and Aug. 31, only 8463 addi- 
tional men were enrolled. 

The report shows the mobilized na- 
tional guard force not only was more 
than 97,000 below war strength, but was 
more than 4000 below authorized min- 
imum peace strength. 

Gen. Scott urges a drastic censorship 
law to protect military secrets in time 
of war.

GROWTH OF HAVY 


MUST CONTINUE 
SAYS DANIELS 


————, 


Increasing Power Necessary Un- 
til World Agrees to Reduce 
Armament, He Declares. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Until all na- 
tions agree to reduce their armament, 
the United States must continue to in- 
crease its naval power, Secretary Dan- 
fels declares, in his annual report just 


given out, which urges that funds -be 
appropriated at once to begin building 
42 additional ships. 

Picturing the result of construction 
now contemplated, Secretary Daniels 
says the main fighting elements of the 
fleet, completed and in commission in 
1921. will be 27 dreadnoughts of the first 
line, supported by six battle cruisers, 25 
second-line battleships, 13 scout cruisers, 
108 destroyers, 12 fleet submarines and 
130 coast defense submersibles. 

Problems in Getting Work Done. 

The Secretary devotes much attention 
to discussion of the problems encoun- 
tered by the department in getting the 
new ships laid down. Building facili- 
ties and skilled labor are lacking, he 
says, and the program he has recom- 
mended for 1918, featured by three bat- 
tleships and one battle cruiser, will tax 
private and public plants to their utmost 
even with the increased building equip- 
ment authorized for navy yards. It was 
for that reason, the Secretary adds, that 
he ‘did not follow the general board's 
recommendation and urge that the four 
of the six remaining battleships of the 
three-year program and both of the bat- 
tle cruisers be laid down at once. 

The board states in its report accom- 
panying that of the Secretary, that its 
information as to building facilities in- 
dicates the 1918 program outlined could 
be built. It also recommends the addi- 
tion of 12 mine sweepers, one supply 
ship and two seagoing tugs to the total 
of the 156¢ship three-year program: 

Secretary Daniels says: ‘‘The last na- 
val bill does not give to the department 
any additional or extraordinary powers 
in connection with placing the contracts 
for these vessels or in obtaining mater- 
ials for their construction. * * * It 
may be necessary, however, for Con- 
gress to enact legislation of this char- 
acter to insure the early completion of 
the program of construction.’’ 

Naval Aircraft Development. 

“His report commends highly the new 
organization and co-ordination that is 
being effected by Admiral Benson, chief 
of operations. A statement by Admiral 
Benson is appended. The most disap- 
pointing feature of the year, according 
to the General Board and Admiral Ben- 
son, has been the slow progress with de- 
velopment of naval aircraft. The board 
says: ‘“‘Satisfactory aircraft do not ap- 
pear as yet to be available for use with 
the fleet.’’ 

The board recommends a new organ- 
ization of the flying service under a di- 
recting officer in the office of the Chief 
of Operations. Admiral Benson express- 
es the hope that a big machine designed 
and built by the navy and now under 
test may solve the problems enocun- 
tered. The report shows that the navy 
now has 17 aeroplanes in active service 
and that 60 more have been ordered. 
Several French and British-made ma- 
chines have been ordered, in addition. 

In its brief review of the European 
war, the General Board finds nothing to 
warrant modification of its previous bo- 
lief that the battleship is ‘‘the backbore 
of the sea power of a nation.” For this 
reason, the report adds, the board has 
determined that the number, power and 
size of the guns to be placed aboai:d 
new battleships should be increased 
without sacrificing armor, speed or 
cruising radius. Larger ships must be 
built to contain all] these characturistics, 
the report continues, and for the 191% 
ships the board has recommended “the 
most powerful battery which i* believes 
can be constructed having due regard 
to the present state of the art of bulld- 
ing heavy ordnance in this country,”’ 

It is shown that the batteries decided 
upon to meet these requirements will -be 
twelve 16-inch 60-caliber guns for each 
ship. A test gun is now bein juilt.

PRESBYTERANS, 


SOUTH, THREATEN 


Protest Against Certain Activ- 
ities of Church Organization 
at Convention. 


A threat on the part of the Southern 
Presbyterian Clurch to withdraw from 
the Federal Council of Churches was 
presented at the quadrennial convention 
of the council today when the Rev. W 
introduced 
& memorial from the general assembly 
of the Southern church. 

The memorial stated that the activi- 
ties of the Federal Council in interna- 
tional matters and in social reform 
were deemed inconsistent with the ob- 
ject of the federation and subversive 
of the principle of separation of church 
and state. 442 

The general assembly of the Southern 
Fresbyterian Church, it was announced, 
had deferred action on the matter of 
withdrawal until an opportunity could 
be had for adjustment. The memorial 
stated that the churches in the Federal 
Council should be concerned with things 
of eternity, and not temporal matters. 

The Rev. W. S. Jacobs, in presenting 
the memorial,fi said that the action of 
the Federal Council in political and so- 
cial matters ‘‘placed a stick in the 
hands of the Roman Catholic Church to 
use on the head of Protestantism.” 


Resolution States Purpose 
After debate, the Federal Council 


adopted a resolution declaring that there 
was no conflict between the declared 
purposes of the Church Federation and 
its activities in behalf of social reform, 


‘}and that the memorial from the South- 


ern Presbyterian Church was based on a 
misconception. It was asserted that the 
Federal Council was loyal to the prin- 
ciple of separation of church and state, 
and that it recognized the paramountcy 
of evangelism in the work of the 
churches. 

The president of the Federal Coun- 
cil was authorized to appoint a commit- 
tee to attend the next general assembly 
of the Southern Presbyterian Church, 
next May, and explain the attitude of 
the Federal Council in the hope of pre- 
venting the withdrawal of the Southern 
Church, 

Reports of the’ commissions on 
State and Local Federations; and Fed- 
erated Movements, were presented to- 
day. The former commission, of 
Which Alfred Williams Anthony of 
Lewiston, Me., is chairman, cited the 
perils and the profits of federation. 

“The highest function of a: federa- 
tion,”’ the report says, ‘‘is not to do the 
work of its constituent members, and 
thus make them useless, nor even to 
perform those services which they leave 
unperformed, and thus render them su- 
perfluous, but to stir each constituent 
member to greater activity in its own 
sphere with the consciousness of a di- 
rect relation in its sphere to every 
other member in its sphere, or in other 
words to socialize the activities of the 
constituent elements of the churches, 
organized in a federation, so that-all 
will co-operate as a united whole. The 
federation must not make the mistake 
of thinking it is the whole: it ‘is but 
the inspiring genius; the parts working 
together‘are the whole.” 

Inter-Church Activities. 

Fred B. Smith is chairman of 
Commission on Federated Movements, 
which conducted a conference in At- 
lantic City in June, 1915. Eighteen or- 
ganizations of voung people and Sun- 
day school workers of various churches 
were represented in this conference. 
The commission has issued a booklet, 
“Christian Conquests Through Inter- 
church Activities,”” which has been cir- 
culated widely. 

Raymond Robins, former Progressive 
leader in Illinois and chairman of the 
Progressive convention in Chicago last 
June, addressed last night's meeting of 
the council. He said the present time 
demanded a gospel ‘‘juicy’” enough to 
give the tenement-house dweller a 
chance, and to ‘“get’’ crooks in public 
life. If the church has such a gospel, 
he said, the public will listen to it—‘‘if 
not, good night!’’ 

Conservation of Life Survey Pianne:l. 
A plan for a four years’ campaign of 
survey and study for the conservation of 
human life, to end in a year’s concen- 
trated effort, was presented by the Rev.

Charles Stelzie, field secretary of the 
council, yesterday. The purpose of the 
campaign will be to diminish mortality 
from disease and accident among the 
working people, to relieve workers of a 
burden of medical bills and lost wages 
amounting to hundreds of ‘millions of 
dollars annually, and to add to the av- 
erage term of life.

‘the white men who have contro! of the 
Government and the railroads and the 
mnicipalities’’ do something to remedy 
present conditions. Life is not worth 
living for the negro in some parts of 
the South, he asserted.

CARDINAL GIBBONS IN MESSAGE 
OPPOSES WOMAN SUFFRAGE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The National 
Association Opposed to Woman Suffrage 
held business sessions today to discuss 
plans for fighting the Federal suffrage 
amendment and to elect officers. Re- 
ports were presénted from suffrage 
states tending to show that only a small 
proportion of women went to the polls 
at the recent general election and that 
in few cases did they have a noticeable 
effect on political conditions. 

“T regard ‘woman's rights’ women and 
the leaders of the new school of female 
progress as the worst enemies of the! 
female sex,’’ said Cardinal Gibbons in a, 
message to the meeting yesterday. ‘‘The 
most precious, undeveloped asset of any 
nation is its children. An all-wise God 
through the law of nature has commit- 
ted this precious treasure in a special 
manner to the mother. Women cannot 
vote intelligently unless they give time 
to an intelligent study of political ques- 
tions and all such time taken from the 
household will be injurious to the future 
generation, without giving to the pres- 
ent generation any appreciable benefit 
in the purifying of the ballot.”’ 

Elihu Root, in a paper read for him,
